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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12 and 1 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Neither Kiryuschev et. al., 
U.S.P. No. 6,072,619 (discussed below) or any of the other references of record 
teaches or suggests a display device with polyester fibers coated with indium tin oxide 
(claim 12) and insulating fibers made of polyimide (Claim 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kiryuschev et. al., U.S.P. No. 6,072,619. 

Kiryuschev et. al. 619' teaches (Figs. 1-6) an optical display device comprising: a 
plurality of two sets of woven regularly arranged fibers 22,24 one set of which is 
conductive (includes metals) and the second set of which is coated with an electro- 
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optical material 28 which are warped/weft/woven together to form a display (Note that 
the term display is used to denote all known types of widely used displays which would 
include liquid crystal displays) wherein the electro-optic coating can be used to either be 
reflective, transparent , absorptive or can form a color filter layer and al least some of 
the woven fibers can be coated with an insulator coat and /or can be covered with a 
polymer coating, which clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
